CLEVELAND, Onto, October 18.—The election is 
progressing in a very orderly manner. There have 
been no disturbances, and the new registry law 
seems to be a great success. Fraud is lessened, and 


a big vote is being polled. The morning was wet 
and disagreeable, but notwitustanding che electors 
turned out in great numbers. The Democrats and 
Republicans boch claim tue day. It is impossible, 
at this hour, to predict the result.

The Movements of Peaceable Ogalalla- 
Sioux Frightening Settlers. 

Omana, Nes., October 13.—General Howard has 
received a letter from General Scuofleld, of Chica- 
go, regarding compiaints that the Sioux Indians of 
Pine Ridge and Rose Bud Agencies have been 
leaving their reservations and committing depre- 
dations in the newly opened couatry of Dakota 
and Wyoming. General Howard will investigate the 
matter thoroughly and put a stop to any and all 
depredations. He has already telegraphed to 
Fort Robinson for full information. It is believed 
at headquarters that the settlers have simply be- 
come scared at some Indians that are off their 
reservation by permission of the agent, and no 
trouble is anticipated by the military authorities. 
The fact that American Horse and a portion of his 
band, Ogallala-Sioux, are moving across the 
country to visit the Washikil Indians in the Wind 
River reservation, in Western Wyoming, 300 miles 
from Pine Ridge. has probably given rise to wild 
and exaggerated rumors. The Indians are peacea- 
bie, and are off their reservation by permission of 
A ent McGiilicuddy. They have their squaws, 
children, tepees, horses and wagons wih them, and 
are accompanied by three member of Medi 
dy's Indian police and an interpreter.

181 THE COUNCIL'S POWER. 

Judge THayrnr’s decision in the Denison case 
rests so squarely on the reason of the law and 
runs t directly with the current of decisions in 
like cases that we anticipate no reversal. The 
power of a# legislative body to remove an 
executive appointee from office for cause is 
clearly u judicial power, to be exercised in a 
judicial manner, and carries with it no color 
of legal authority to deprive an official of his 
office, his salary and his reputation without 
giving the accused a hearing or a notice and 
opportunity to answer the charge agai nst him. 
All the presumptions and principles of con- 
struction recognized as applicable to American 
legislation forbid any interpretation of our 
chartef Which would authorize sich a Star 
Chamber proceeding by the Council. Like the 
State Board of Health it has attempted to 


lenco to all judicial methods and 
precedents; and it is receiving from the courts 
just ouch a rebuke as they administered to the 
Board of Health aforesaid, when the latter 
undertook to enfores a medical faction’s code of 
ethics as part of the law of the State.

It would make the official tenure of 
the Mayor's appointees dependent altogether 
upon the changeable whims of a majority of 
the Council, and the’ members of that body 
would wield an executive authority subversive 
of the Mayor's aud most demoralizing to the 
public service.

The Wage Limit, 
From the Boston Herald. 

The Government census shows that the entire 
people of the United States produce each year 
what would be equivalent to fifty cents’ worth of 
wealth per day for each individua!, and as the 
average family throughout the United States is 
made up of five persous, the average production 
for each family is equivalent ia value to $2 50 for 
each working day. Those who obtain more than 
this amount do 80 because others obtain less, for, 
if au equal and fair division were, this is the largest 
amount that any one could possibly fective. Now, 
it is obvions that, if the workingmén of the country 
banded together for the purposé of demandiag that 
every family should receive $8 a day for its sup- 
port, they would be demanding an impossibility. 
If by cutting down production lees Wealth wis 
produced, it would manifestly be impossible. with 
afair broportionate division, for the head of an 
average family to obtain the equivalent of $2 50 
per day. As there would be less to divide, he and 
all others would be the losers by this subtraction. 
We do not mean by this that it micht not bo desir- 
able to limit the hours of work, even at the expense 
of this loss, for the moral, mental and. ysical 
benefit of the workingmen; but it ou to be 
diéifly understood that the weorkingmen of the 
country will not grow richer by such an. aperation.
